*s0 I'm gon' out 10 Pawtucket, where I've got an
orthodox sister, 1 ken stop i her bouse nights,
and go luter the convention day times,” Such
was the information communicated to me on
the Providence boat last evening by u cadave-
rous, but ivtellectual and voluble lady, who, in
common with most of the passengers, was on
her wav bither to attend the third annual Con-
vention of Spiritualists from all parts of the
couniry.

SPIRITS ON THE VASTY DEEP,

The attendant spirits, ns usual, represented
the grave, the eay, the fively, and serene; but
in the inverse order of nature, The young were
phllosophical and metaphysioal, and affected
profundity : while the old were light and airy,
affeating Oilurity. Thelr individual covereignty
was represented most emphatically in the matter
of dress—the lashions ranging from the time of
Joseph's coats of nany colors down to the Intest
edition ol Jnst year’s fashion magazine, In the
maiter of hair, lkewige, the order of pature wis
reversed, ns the hirsute appendages of the men
were long, while some ol the lndies were cropped
like a hair-trunk,

HPITRIT WIRE-PULLING.

As ln invariably the mile o all cnses whoere
any quuentity of flesh and blood is associnted,
the spirits do not entirely accord with reference
to the convention, Some of the shinmg spirits
stem 10 100k upon it 48 g weunon of the carnal-
minded, and savoring of the doiugs of the flesh-
hike., They think that conventions may do very
well for politicianys who mean only to do with
the common affairs ot life, but are not aball
calculated to advances the cause of spritualism.
Consequently there will be many spritunl
organizations anrepresented. The Convention,
however, will not be very striet upon the mat-
ter ol credentnls, and, in order to provide flor
vacancies, there was po Jitle wire-pulling and
arrunging ol representativeson the bont, Here
and there knots of the celestials were engaged
in discnssine knotty points of “atomie pro-
gress,"” “‘sovercignty,” *“‘the doctrine ol force,”
and sundry other interesting but unsettled
topics, Al length toe cacolles (oquendi became
100 painful for endorance, and by permission of
the captein of the boat, & meeting wns duly
organized,

NO SUCH THING A8 DEATH,

Dr. Child, of Philadclphia, was
spenker.  He was well sutisted that there is no
such thing as death. [ merely mention this, in
order tbat you way abolish the Health Board,
and sunp your tnecrs at the cholars, Dr, Childs
declared that every individual present was a
spinit, Tangible forms are not real men, Any-
body could be corvineed of spiritualist pheno-
meny by simply observing what everybody could
see, The doctor did not give us any raps, but
said thut to produce the muanifestations would
require “lavorable conditions,” Thege were
interpreted by an unbeliever to be a dark room,
and no chonee to discover the chest. The
doctor concluded with the nssertion that of all
the men who had dicd doring the past war not a
single one wis lost, not u single one was miss-
ing, This will be a great consolation to those
who are of the impression that some ol their
friends were butchered at Fredervicksborg, or
buried at Andersonville,

Mr. Wadsworth, & short, spare, red-whiskored,
bright-oved, nervous, deep-voiced gentleman,

IHE TRANCE MEDIUM AUAIN,

Miss Colburn, the trance medium, had by this
time become sufllolently cbarged with the in-
Hucenee, and was led out to face the audience,
sShe is ¢ voung tesmale, with ruddy complexion,
and a rather p‘srnml lace, with retreating chin,
She iz o!f slight Bgure. She was dressed in o
binck dress, with blue trimmings, and had n
blue strenmwer flving out of her Lhegad-gear, She
did wot nenounce the pames of thespirits she
rapresented; but, m an exceedingly artiticial
manuer. commenced, with her eyes closed, the
delivery ot an nddress from “we,” the aforesma
spirite, The burden ol her talk was a common-
place snd somewhat ongrammatical oxhortation
to progress, “Go on. continue, presevere, snd
otherwice advance with the good work,” At
the conclusion ol het talk «he resomed her spas.
modle exertlons and subsided.
